NOT WANING, SAYS 
HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Erroneous Stateitients of 
“Self - Styled Experts” 
Cause Needless Alarmi, 

_ Congressinien Declare. 


FLEET KEPT UP 
TO TREATY RATIO 


Proportion of 5-5-3 Main- 
tained With Possible Ex- 
ception of One Capital 
Ship, Report Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 


House subcommittee which framed 
the annual naval supply bill, de- 


clared in its report today that there 
is no ground for alarm that ‘‘our 
naval prestige is rapidly waning.” 

“Self-styled experts and others 
who cannot possibly be in a posi- 
tion to speak authoritatively,” the 
report said, “get into the public 
prints with articles depicting us as 
retrograding in varying degrees, 


‘and the effect has been to create 


quite generally the impression that 
our naval prestige is rapidly wan- 
ing. The committee does not feel 
that the country need be alarmed. 

“The 6-5-3, or treaty ratio, as 
to tonnage and numbers, applies 
exclusively to capital ships and to 
aircraft carriers of more than 10,- 
000 tone displacement. With the 
possible exception of the Florida, 
no one can say that, as to capital 
ships, the 6-5-3 does not prevail. 
The Navy Department reported to 
the House of Representatives May 
21 last that our treaty ratio had 
fallen from 5-5-3 to 5-4-3 because 
of the impaired condition of the 
boilers on certain of our older bat- 
tleships, a condition which since 
has been remedied on al] but the 
Florida, and the money has been 
available right along for placing 
the Florida in condition to go into 
the battle line. It has not been 
epent because the department felt 
that it would be a waste of money 
if later the vessel were converted 
from a coal to an oi] burner. 
Assume Other Powers’ Ships Fit. 

“When the Navy Department an- 
nounced that our treaty ratio had 
fallen to 5-4-3 for the reason indi- 
cated it had to assume, and assume 
only, that the capital ships of the 
other Powers were wholly fit in all 
respects, whereas it is only possi- 
ble to gauge relative conditions 
where there is a free interchange 
of information. 

“With respect to aircraft car- 
riers, our Government admittedly 
is at a disadvantage, as it was 
when the conference on the Iim- 
itation of naval armament was con- 
cluded. We are proceeding with 
the conversion of two battle 
cruisers into aircraft carriers, 
permissible under the treaty, and 
these will give us, when complet- 
ed, a greater tonnage of carriers of 
most recent design and capacity 
than any of the other Powers. Our 
total carrier tonnage, however, 
still will be below that of Great 
Britain. The question is, since 
these vessels are more or less of 
an experimental character, ev!- 
denced by the many changes that 
have been made as the work pro- 
gressed, whether or not we should 
go ahead at this time with addi- 
tional carriers before these two 
have been commissioned and tried 
out. 

“The naval ratio is a different 
“measurement leading into channels 
so broad and varied in their rami- 
fications that only those who are in 
a position to possess knowledge of 
every phase of naval activity, and 
who have access, in the extent of 
ite availability, to data, widely di- 


' wersified in its scope, touching for- 


eign navies, programs and policies, 
can speak at al] authoritatively re- 
garding naval ratios. The commit- 
tee, therefore, suggest that the au- 
thorship of such reports be consid- 
ered when forming an opinion. 
Modernization Authorized. 

“A bill has just passed the Senate 
authoringing the modernization of 
our capital ships to the extent that 
the treaty permits and also author- 
izing the construction of eight 10,- 
000-ton cruisers. The bill reported 


today carries the money to com- 


mence two additional fleet subma- 
rines and it carries all that it will be 
practicable to expend during the 
ensuing fiscal year for making re- 
pairs and effecting desirable !tm- 
provements on vessels of the fleet. 
The program of modernization of 
certain battleships and of new con- 
atruction of cruisers and gunboats, 
earried in the so-called moderniza- 
tion bill, just passed by the Senate, 
obviously should not be appro- 
priated for in advance of the bud- 
get estimates and thorough hear- 
ings. It might be added that the 
department is advocating the com- 
mencement of four  10,000-ton 
cruisers in addition to the eight 
covered in the modernization bill.”

“Dear Jim” Letter. 


Against thfs, tne Government 
has produced Mortimer’s bank ac- 
counts, showing that he deposited 
$5100 a few days later. It has also 
produced the “Dear Jim” letter, 
written by W. D. Pratt of Kansas 
City to Black, complaining that it 
“looks Iike our chances of getting 
any Government work are very 
slight,”’ and suggesting that Black 
take up the matter of “the ad- 
vance made to our friend.” 
Mortimer testified Thompson 
and Black told him Pratt was their 
partner in the Northampton enter- 
prise, and had supplied one-third 
of the $15,000. 

The defense to this will be that 

Pratt's letter related to an entirely 
different matter. 
An intimation that Mrs. Morti- 
mer may appear as a defense wit- 
ness came during yesterday's final 
cross-examination, when Randolph 
Laughlin, Thompson's attorney, 
asked Mortimer, if he didn't ap- 
peal to Mrs. Mortimer to appear 
before the Senate investigating 
committee last year and corrobo- 
rate his story of the $15,000 pay- 
ment at the Drake Hotel.

Robert Sealy Grilled in 
Cross-Examination About 
Payments to Late Union 
Electric Engineer. 


HE DENIES KNOWING 
THEIR PURPOSE 


gram Indicating They 
Had to Do With Control 
of Laclede Contracts. 


Robert Sealy, treasurer of the 
North American Co., holding com- 
pany for the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co., faced a severe cross- 
examination in Circuit Judge Mix’s 
court yesterday upon his interpre- 
tation of a telegram from the late 
William Fay, former Union Elec- 
tric consulting engineer, demand- 
ing payment of $250 ‘which cov- 
ers control of Laclede Gas Light 
operations and has been in effect 
over two and one-half years.” 
Sealy was summoned to testify 
in the suit brought by the Wiles- 
Chipman Lumber Co., to recover 
$6588.28, with treble damages un- 
der the State anti-trust act, which 
it alleges it lost by being forced to 
subscribe to higher Union Electric 
service, by reason: of the refusal of 
its application for Laclede service. 
It is alleged that Fay had paid a 
Laclede employe $150 per month 
for the period stated to decline ap- 
plications for service, in order that 
it might go to the Union Electric. 
Four other such suits are pending, 
amounting in the aggregate to 
$116,000. 

Fay’s Deposition Read. 
Fay, who died Nov. 28 last, tes- 
tified in a deposition, read at the 
trial yesterday, that he had had an 
arrangement with a Laclede em- 
ploye, now discharge@, whereby 
confidential reports of the Laclede 
company were available to him and 
that North American and Union 
Electric company officials allowed 
him $200 per month extra compen- 
sation, upon which they advised 
him to pay no income tax, for this 
purpose, 
tidward'*W. Foristel, attorney for 
the complaining company, read a 
telegram from Fay demanding 
payment of $250, July 8, 1920, and 
adding that: ‘This covers control 
of certain Laclede Gas Light op- 
erations and has been in effect 
over two and one-half years. My 
monthly receipts will show it and 
should be in your (files. I am 
waiting your check for $250.” 

“What did you understand that 
telegram to mean?” Foristel asked. 

Denies Knowing Purpose. 

“T did not know what it 
meant,” the witness replied. “I 
took it to Mr. Pierce; our vice 
president, and Re advised payment 
of it. To me it was merely paying 
$200 to a man who had been in our 
employ for 10 years or more. We 
could trust him once.” 

“Mr. Pierce was also attorney 
for the North American Co., wasn't 
he?” 

“Yes, but I consulted him in his 
capacity of vice president,” Sealy 
replied. A long discussion then en- 
sued as to the chameleon qualities 
who could be a vice 
president on one Ogcasion and an 
attorney on another. 

“Both yourself and Mr. Pierce 
saw that reference to control of La- 
clede Gas Light Co. operations and

Later Payment Cited. 

Later it was brought out that an 
additional $200 had been paid Fay 
July 31, 1920, and Sealy said that 
was to be the last payment because 
Fay was to be transferred to the St. 
Louis territory. 

Sealy said he sent this $200 upon 
the advice of a Mr. Warner, vice 
president of the company, and that 
Warner had seen the telegrams 
from Fay before ordering the 
money to be paid. 

“Didn't it ever occur to you that 
there might be something like 
bribery in a case like this?” Foris- 
tel demanded. 

“We know nothing of bribery in 
the office of the North American 
Co.,”" Sealy replied. “‘We don’t do 
business that way. Fay did a lot of 
traveling and I presumed money we 
had been sending him was for ex- 
penses.”’ 

Charges Made by Fay. 

Fay’s deposition charged that he 
originally received $300 per month, 
but that $200 had been added in or- 
cer that he could pay $150 per 
month to William Gallaher, then 
superintendent of the Laclede elec- 
trical department, to hold up con- 
tracts for the benefit of Unton 
Electric. The deposition recited 
Fay’s employment as a “detective 
engineer,” scouting properties for 
the North American Co. from 1903 
intermittently until 1921, when he 
was discharged. Hearing of the 
case will be resumed Monday.

friends te his bedside, with whom 
he talked over his own funeral 
arrangements. As William D. 
Mahon of Detroit, president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Strect 
and Electric Railway Employes 
came to his bedside, he reached for 
his hand, called htm “Bill’’ and te 
his handclasp responded with a 
feeble effort. 

Immediately after Mr. Gompers’ 
death members of the executive 
council of the federation and other 
officials held a meeting for the 
purpose of drawing up & formal 
statement and making funeral ar- 
rangements. 

It was apparent at 2:30 a. m. 
that Mr. Gompers was going, his 
physician stated. He was told by 
Dr. Lee Rice of San Antonio, at- 
tending him, that he was in a crit- 
ical condition and might not live 
out the night. The old man 
breathed heavier for a moment but 
there was no other response. 

Officials of the Federation gath- 
ered about the bedside. The strain 
of the vigil was apparent on 
many. Some of them stepped into 
the hall and a few gave way to 
tears as it was apparent that their 
comrade of many years was pass- 
Ing out. 

Sudden Collapse at 2:30 A. M. 

Dr. Rice sketched the patient’s 
medical history after his arrival 
in San Antonio briefly as follows: 

“The heart rate on arrival was 
160, but under the influence of digi- 
talis it’ had slowed down to 140 
at 11 p.m. From this time he 
was improving until a sudden col- 
lapse occurred at 2:30 a. m., when 
his heart refused to respond to 
stimulation. 

“Epinephrin was used and he 
was bled a pint and a half of blood 
to relieve congestion of his lungs. 
After each procedure he rallied 
for a few minutes but almost at 
once collapsed. 
“I was told he had been suffer- 
ing from diabetes. Two specimens 
taken during the evening were 
free from sugar and this disease 
did not participate in the final at- 
tack. 
“The heart was fibrillating (ab- 
solute irregularity) when he ar- 
rived, but it is not known how 
long this condition had existed. 
“I told Mr. Gompers at 3:30 that 
he was in a critical condition and 
might not pass through the night. 
He understood but did not respond. 
his heavy breathing preventing any 
spoken words.” 

Ill for Many Years. 

Physicians said that Mr. Gompers 
had been suffering for many years 
from the ailments which combined 
in the last successful attack on 
their victim. Old age made it im- 
possible longer to ward off the as- 
sault and it was inevitable that he 
must go soon, they said. 


ROSE FROM POOR 
IMMIGRANT BOY 
TO NATIONAL POWER 


The story of the life of Samuel 
Gompers is a typically American 
story—the story of the rise of a 
poor immigrant boy to a position 
of power and comparative afflu- 
ence. 

Sixty-two of his nearly 75 years 
(he was born Jan. 21, 1850) were 
spent in the United States, and 
during more than 40 years of that 
period he maintained leadership 
of organized labor in the United 
States, frequently In the face of bit- 
ter and strong opposition within 
and without union ranks. His re- 
election to the presidency ‘of the 
American Federation of Labor at 
kl Paso, Tex., last month marked 
the beginning of his forty-third 
term in that office in 44 years, he 
having been defeated only once 
since he organized the national! 
combination of local trade unions 
in 1881, and then only by a single 
vote. His trip to Mexico, which 
percipitated the illness which 
caused his death, was to attend the 
meeting of the Pan-American Fed- 
eration of Labor, of which he was 
elected president, and to join the 
general celebration of organized 
workers at Mexico City, that 
marked the accession of President 
Calles as chief executive of the 
southern republic. 


Was Always a Fighter. 

During his whole career Gom- 
pers was a fighter—a fighter not 
only to maintain his personal lead- 
ership, but a fighter for legislation 
to better the position and increase 
the opportunities of working men 
and women; a fighter against en- 
croachments by combinations of 
capital on employes’ rights; a 
fighter against radicalism, commu- 
nism and bolshevism in the ranks 
of organized labor and a fighter 
against the injunction powers of 
the courts. 

Gompers saw the American Fed- 
eration grow to a membership of 
4,000,000—porbably ‘the largest 
body of organized Workers in the 
world. Later, and particularly since 
the close of the World War, he 
witnessed a marked dwindling of 
this membership, and nrs persons 
lomination of the Federation's po}- 
icies was challenged frequently, 
and, at times, with success, by 
younger men who were coming to 
the front, but the “Old Man,” as 
he was known in labor ranks, con- 
tinued to hold, until his death, the 
greatest individual power in unfon- 
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ism in America. Ke was the per- 
sonal friend of six American Pres- 
idents—McKinley, Roosevelt, Taft, 
Wilson, Harding and Coolidge, 
and frequently was called into con- 
sultation with them. 

Outspoken in Views. 

Outspoken in his views on pub- 
lic questions, Gompers had many 
bitter critics as well as stanch sup- 
porters. He charged German labor 
with having helped precipitate the 
world struggle, blamed  prohibi- 
tion for causing ‘‘unrest”’ in the 
States senatorial investigation of 
Mexico as “Prussianism,” 
ported the League of Nations, in- 
dorsed De Valera and “recognized” 
the Irish republic, assailed the 
open shop platform of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, de- 
manded that Astatics be kept out 
of the United States, pleaded for 
the release of all political and war- 
time prisoners, including Eugene V. 
Debs, opposed the establishment by 
the Washington administration of 
a Department of Welfare, praised 
President Harding’s world disarm- 
ament efforts and approved Amer- 
ica’s plan to aid fam:ne-stricken 
Russia. 

The attitude and efforts of Gom- 
pers, in preventing industrial dis- 
putes from causing a cessation of 
work when America entered the 
World War in 1917, did much to 
increase the effectiveness of this 
country’s contribution toward Ger- 
man defeat. 

Refore the United States entered 
the conflict, he fought enemy in- 
fluences active among the nation’s 
workers and, by refusing to send 
delegates to peace conferences in 
Sweden and Switzerland, kept 
American labor free from entan- 
gling negotiations with pacifist or- 
ganizations in countries which la- 
ter became enemies of the United 
States. More than a year before 
America took up arms, Gompers 
pledged organized labor to the sup- 
port of national preparedness. 

When the resumption of unre- 
stricted submarine warfare by 
Germany early in 1917, brought the 
United States to the verge of war, 
Gompers cabled the head of the 
German Federation of Trade Un- 
ions, urging that he use his influ- 
ence to prevail upon his Govern- 
ment to avoid a break with Amer- 
ica, 

Labor Supported War. 

Three days after the United 
States declared war on Germany, 
he announced, for the federation, 
“full and unqualified support of 
the Government” on the part of 
America’s workers, with the 
promise that leaders of labor would 
use their influence to prevent any 
attempt to take advantage of the 
war emergency to press claims for 
changes in existing industrial con- 
ditions’ He exerted his influence, 
through the heads of unions, in the 
settlement of a number of strikes 
m manufactories throughout the 
country engaged in war work, nota- 
bly in the shipping industry. 

The conflict ended, he went to 
Paris as an advisor to President 
Wilson and there he helped to or- 
ganize the International Labor 
Congress. Five of its tenets were 
incorporated in the Peace Treaty. 
They were: (1) Labor is not a 
commodity; (2) An international 
eight-hour day; (3) a standard and 
adequate living wage; (4) equal 
pay for men and women for equal 
work; (5) prohibition of child la- 
bor. 

The world-wide unrest which 
followed the conclusion of the 
great war brought from Gompers 
an expression on bolshevism. Ex- 
Plaining its menace, he _ said: 
“There has always been a radical 
element in the labor movement 
that hae tried to destroy the very 
forces which have protected it all 
these years. It is this element 
which makes it so hard for organ- 
ized labor to make the demands ef- 
fective. These American bolshevik! 
have earned for labor countless 
enemies and have represented us in 
an unfavorable light.” Six months 
after these words were spoken, of 
more than 300 getrikes in various 
parts of the United States, it was 
reported that only 62 were “au- 
thorized”’ by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Gompers main- 
tained his fight against ultra-radi- 
calism until his death, the majori- 
ty of his addresses and writings in 
the last few years having been di- 
rected against the growth of com- 
munism in labor’s ranks. 

Son of Cigarmaker. 
Gompers was born in London, 
England. His father was a cigar- 
maker and Samuel was the eldest 
of eight children. His mother was 
a woman of excellent education 
and, through her influence, he was 
led to study. He went to school 
from his sixth to his tenth year and 
was then apprenticed to a shoe- 
maker. This trade was not to his 
liking, however, and he learned the 
trade of his father and, while 
working as a cigarmaker attended 
evening school for four years. 

He came to the United States 
when he was 13 years old and 
worked as a cigarmaker in New 
York City. In 1864 he first became 
identified with the labor move- 
ment when he helped organize the 
Cigarmakers’ International Union. 
He served as secretary and presi- 
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dent of the union for six years and 
then became interested in a na- 
tional association of trade unions 
that would preserve the autonomy 
of the local organizations. Under 
his leadership the Cigarmakers’ 
Union fought the Knights of Labor 
on this principle. He served as 
president of the New York State 
Federation of Labor for two years, 
and, in 1881, founded the national

He refused to run for the 
State Senate in New York, al- 
though offered both Republican 
and Democratic nominations, He 
declined a Republican nomination 
for Congress. 7ov. Hill of New 
York offered him a place on the 
State Board of Arbitration and 
President McKinley tendered him 
an appointment on the Industrial 
Commission, but he declined both. 

In 1898 he served as a delefate 
to the National Conference held at 
Saratoga, N. Y., to discuss ways 
and means to meet the conditions 
in the United States growing out 
of the Spanish-American war and 
he was a member of the comniit- 
tee that presented the views of 
that conference to President Mc- 
Kinley. 

Joined Civic Federation. 


Notwithstanding opposition by a 
substantial part of the union labor 
element, Gompers took an active 
part in the organization of the 
National Civic Federation, formea 
to establish better relations  be- 
tween capital and labor. He rep- 
resented labor in the federation, 
and was vice president of the or- 
ganization. He also took part in 
many congresses, conferences and 
conventions devoted to the promo- 
tion of social service. 

He was affillated with the So- 
clety of Ethical Culture of New 
York City, established in 1867 by 
Felix Adler, and, in addition to the 
American Federation of Labor, he 
remained an active member of the 
Cigar-makers’ International Union. 
He also belonged to the Free and 
Accepted Masons, the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, the Benevo- 
lent, and Protective Order of Elks 
and the Home Club. He was the 
author of numerous small pamph- 
lets on labor questions, wrote a 
book on the world labor move- 
ment and edited the “American 
Federationist,’’ the official organ 
of the American Federation. 

Until the recent presidential 
election, Gompers refused to be- 
come identified with any political 
party, taking the position that he 
could be of more service to the 
cause of labor by holding himself 
aloof from identification with any 
single political organization. 

In the presidential campaign this 
year Gompers led the federation’s 
executive council in an official in- 
dorsement of the La Follette- 
Wheeler ticket and platform. It 
was said at the time that this de- 
parture by the labor leader from 
his traditional policy was largely 
influenced by younger leaders who 
were challenging his leadership 
and whom he wished to placate 
before the annual convention of the 
federation. 

Gompers was twice marrted. His 
firt wife, Sophia Jullan, of New 
York, died in 1919, shortly after 
the celebration of their fiftieth 
wedding anniversary. They had 
three sons and a daughter, the lat- 
ter, a nurse in France, died during 
the war. On April 15, 1921, the 
labor leader, then 71 years old, 
married Mrs. Gertrude A. G. Neu- 
scheler, 88 years old, a music 
teacher. 


Gompers to Be Buried Near Tarry- 
town, N,. Y.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Samuel 
Gompers will be buried in Sleepy 
Hollow Cemetery, near Tarrytown, 
N. Y., it was said here today by 
Harry M. Moness, a personal friend 
of Mr. Gompers. 

Moness said he had sent instruc- 
tions to San Antonio to have tho 
body transported to this city, where 
it is expected to arrive Monday 
night or Tuesday morning. The 
plot in Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, 
where interment will be made, !s 
opposite the Andrew Carnegie plot.

Some Big Points 
In Taking Care 
Of Table Silver 


By WANDA BARTON 
G « trien is one of the things that 


a friend of mine calls “the nec- 

essary luxuries.” 

The beginning of most collec- 
tions is the wedding silver, aug- 
mented by possible heirlooms and 


|} gifts maybe of odd pieces. 


Family silver is always interest- 
ing, for it is usually surrounded by 
memories that endear it to us, even 
though we may like the modern 
things ever so much better. Early 
American silver is excellent in 
workmanship and invariably of 
fine design. 

Vegetable dishes and platters of 
the real Sheffield plate are a good 
investment, for they wear wel] if 
properly cared for. They dress the 
table and do away with extra odd 
dishes. The silver dishes do not 
break, which is another advantage, 
especially if they must be handled 
by servants who are not always as 
careful as they should be. 

In selecting flat ware the more 
simple the pattern the better. The 
Colonial designs are always in good 
taste. Those who select flat ware 
having oxydized handles, usually 
regret it, for a few cleanings leaves 
the patterns shiny and rather 
cheap looking. 

If we own silverware, we must 
understand the cleaning of it, for 
more silver is injured by poor care 
If the silver 


weeks, it is only necessary between 
times to wash it carefully with hot 
water and silver soap, polishing it 
with a soft cloth kept for the pur- 
pose. 

To clean silver properly, it 
should first be carefully washed in 
hot ammonia water, then cleaned 
with any good paste, cream or sil- 
ver solution. A very soft brush 
should be used for the raised or 
fancy work, then the pieces must 
be washed again in hot soapy wa- 
ter, dried on a soft cloth and pol- 
ished with a soft chamois, rouge 
stick or red chamois. Tissue pa- 
per may be run through the han- 
dies and open work to remove any 
of the cleaning agent that may 
still cling. 

The silver that is kept in a cab- 
inet or closet should be put away 
with a good-sized plece of gum 
camphor laid on the shelf. The 
doors of the closet should ft well. 
Silver treated this way will stay 
clean a long time. If the silver is 
to be put away after cleaning to 
remain for weeks undisturbed, it 
may be very lightly smeared with 
lard after cleaning and then 
wrapped in soft paper and put into 
a cotton flannel bag. When want- 
ed for use, a hot water bath will 
be all that is needed. 

There is a padded and chamois- 
covered silver board that is very 
handy on which to clean silver. 
There are also chamois gloves that 


many people think are more con- 


venient for polishing than the Plain 
chamois skins. 


FAMOUS WOMEN 
THE COUNTESS OF VERRUE. 


HB Countess of Verrue was one
